Mrs. Dorothy Mae Stevens, 23, 


a Negro, was found yesterday 
morning lying beside a South Side 
apartment building in 
subzero 


cold. She was, immediately taken 
to the hospital. 


The hospital said it probably 


will be four or five days before 
it can be determined whether she 
will live, or whether her frozen 
limbs must be cut off. 


Today. 26 hours after she was 


found, the woman's temperature 
had climbed to 100. The normal 
is 98.6. 


Pulse Now Normal 


Her putse was 100, within the 


normal range. When first brought 
to the hospital, it was 12 beats 
a minute. 


Then she was breathing three 


to five times a 
minute. This 


morning her respiration had in- 
creased to 28. also within the nor- 
mal range. 
Her blood pressure 


also was about normal. 


Scores of physicians visited the 


patient to observe the reactions. 


"It's fantastic that she should 


still be alive," said Harold Lauf- 
man. staff surgeon and assistant 
professor of surgery at 
North- 


western university. 


Phyiscians at the hospital de- 


violent burst apparently occurred 
in one or more of the gas fired 
furnaces in the basement, used to 
dry abrasives of "Scotch Tape" a 
cellophane adhesive.

Group's Retreat from Pacifism 
Laid to Nature of Communism 


Peter Lyne, a London correspondent for the Christian 


Science Monitor, had a story to tell the other day that war- 


; rants the attention of ajl of us. 


; 
He endured the Battle of Britain during World War n. 


; He was one of a group of people who decided they would see 
; that struggle through to the end but would be non-combat- 
ants if war ever came again. 


"This decision was not due to ordinary pacifism or 


panic," he writes. "It was long and carefully thought out 
... We decided that no cause could justify the destruction 
and misery which would be wrought. It would not make 
sense, we said, to destroy the world in an attempt to save it" 


It's 10 years since the Battle of Britain, nearly six since 


the war ended. How do Lyne and his friends in that group 
feel today about their resolution? 


The prospect now is, if anything, worse than it was then. 


The A-bomb and the guided missile are much improved over 
World War H Britons well know what it's like to live in 
"Buzz Bomb Alley," so their reactions to present-day dangers 
have more meaning than most. And so what would Lyne 
and his group do? 


"We have changed our minds," he says. "We could not 
do anything else but fight." 


Why this striking reversal? Replies Lyne: 
"The reason for the change is the nature of commu- 
nism." . 


If the issue is whether or not to accept the Communist 


way of life, he says, his group is determined that it "will not 
on any account accept it." 


Some argue that it would be'better to yield to commun- 


nism than loose the forces of world destruction. Lyne and 
his friends considered that argument. They asked themselves 
whether they couldn't exist in some sort of cocoon within a 
Red society. And they decided they couldn't. 


They took partial support for their view fr%m the report 


of a missionary they heard discussing Communist China. 
First they listened to all the material advantages said to 
have come to China under Communism. And then came the 
grim part. 


It wag a story of the invasion of the Chinese mind by 


the Reds: the changing of habits and thoughts, the break- 
down of the best in Chinese family life, the use of political 
and class measuring sticks for judging art, music, literature, 
all culture, and science as well. 


Concludes Lyne: 
"This represents a standard of values which is utterly 


and completely unacceptable at any price to western thought 
So completely unacceptable that even those who resolved 
never to fight again would fight to the extent of self-destruc- 
tion rather than submit to communism, which would amount 
to destruction anyway." 


No war-mongers, these men. They felt so strongly about 


the self-defeating nature of war that they had pledged them- 
selves never to fight again. That they have changed their 
minds in the face of evil communism is the most eloquent 
answer that could ever be given to shallow thinkers who 
would appeaisUhftJUdft.

No one can possibly face the 


loss of eyesight without doing 
everything conceivable to avoid it. 
Blindness is particularly tragic 
when it ia unnecessary and is sad 
even when only partial or tempo- 
rary. Fortunately over the years 
methods have been discovered and 
put into use which prevent many 
people from becoming blind who 
would have done so in the past, 
and in other methods have been 
found to restore the sight to some 
of those who would formerly have 
lived in darkness the rest of their 
lives. 


A fairly frequent cause of fail- 


ing vision, and probably one which 
is becoming more frequent because 
more of us are living longer, is 
cataracts. This is primarily a dis- 
order of the later years of life al- 
though hereditary cataracts can 
be present at birth. 


In this condition objects which 


used to be clearly and easily ssen 
appear fuzzy and indistinct. Spots 
or haloes and similar objects often 
appear to be floating around in the 
air.

(AP Foreign Affairs Analjst) 
Signs of dissidence in the lead- 


ership of the Communist parties 
in satellite states continue to mul- 
tiply, with resultant purges and 
other sharp action by Moscow. 


The difficulty revolves about the 


tendency among the satellites to 
follow the lead of Marshal T'to of 
Yugoslavia. 
Tough Tito has de- 


tclared for nationalism That is, he 


has refused to place the sovereign- 
ty of his country in the hands of 
Moscow. 


This modified brand of Musco- 


vite Communism has come to be 
known as "Tltoism" It has the 
Soviet big-wigs not only furious 
but apparently badly worried. 


Summon Leaders 


As a seult Moscow for a long 


^time has been summoning a pro- 


cession of Red leaders from the 
satellite states to the Russian cap- 
ital for "medical treatment." Some 
of them seem to be mighty ill, 
judging from 
their 
protracted 


•lay. As a matter of fact there 
baa been at least one incurable 
ca»e in Georgi Dimitrov, Red Bul- 
garian premier, who died in the 
Russian capital some months ago. 


An astonishing reversal of this 


%>rogram now is reported from

pers say that leaders of Italy's 
Communist party — claiming a 
membership of 
2,500,000—have 


urgently requested the return from 
Moscow of their ailing chief, Fal- 
tniro Togllatti, to stem the tide of 
Titoism.

tory for persons accused of rape, 
crimes against children and crimes 
against nature 


Hearings also would determine 


whether final or conditional re- 
lease from custody and treatment 
was justified.

a brief explanation of what—in 
making your 1950 income tax re- 
turn—you can and can't deduct 
as personal expenses and what 
income is taxable and tax-free. 


The man in business for him- 


self must list his business deduc- 
tions on "Schedule C," a single 
sheet. 
He is allowed both busi- 


ness and personal deductions. 


A person who is an employe of 


sonemone else uses form -1040 and, 
if his deductions are larger than 
the standard deductions allowed 
anyone for personal expenses, he 
itemizes them on Page 3. 


All that follows deals entirely 


with personal, not. business deduc- 
tions: 


Medical Expenses 


You can deduct for medical and 


dental expenses, but only that part 
which exceeds five per cent of 
your income. 


And you can't exceed 15 per 


cent of your income in deducting 
for contribuitions to charitable, 
religious, fraternal, veteran and 
scientific organizations or to non- 
profit hospitals and educational 
institutions and societies like those 
for tuberculosis, 
cancer, .heart 


disease. 


But here are deductions you can 


claim without limit: 


State 
income 
and 
personal 


property and real estate taxes ex- 
cept those 
which, like paving 


assessments, tend to improve the 
value of your property. 


Union Dues 


Also—dues to a labor union; 


interest on your personal note to 
a bank or individual; interest on a 
mortgage of your house; interest 
on delinquent taxes; interest on 
installment purchases (but nqt 
carrying charges). 


You can deduct state or local 


retail sales taxes, auto license fees 
(but not auto inspection fees), poll 
taxes, and state gasoline taxes 
except 
in 
California, 
Florida, 


Louisiana, North Dakota, Utah, 
Wyoming and Hawaii. 


You can deduct for loss of your 


property from theft, fire, «tonn 
or other natural causes; and for 
an auto accident if you weren't 
willingly at fault. 


Business Deductions 


And you can deduct, for use of 


your car for business; entertaining 
for business purposes; subscription 
to professional journals, books and 
magazines bought for use in your 


profession; equipment, tools and 
instruments used on your job; and 
cost of work clothes and uniforms 
when they can't be used to take 
the place of ordinary clothes. 


Here are things which you 


can't deduct: 


Gifts to relatives or friends or 


other individuals, or to propa- 
ganda organizations; political 
organizations or candidates, social 
clubs, labor unions or chambers of 
commerce. 


And, unless you paid out the 


money for business purposes, you 
can not deduct for government 
excise taxes, such as on telephones, 
telegrams, railroad or bus tickets. 
And you cannot deduct for federal 
excise taxes on furs, jewelry or 
cosmetics. 


Not Social Security 


You can not deduct for your 


social security tax; for property 
lost in storage or transit,- animals 
or plants damaged or destroyed 
by disease; hunting licenses; water 
taxes; or taxes paid by you for 
another person. 


Here's income which must be 


reported and therefore is taxable: 


Wages; salaries; bonuses, com- 


missions and tips; gambling win- 
nings; prizes won in radio quiz 
contests; 
dividends and 
other 


earnings from investments; inter- 
est from bonds, loans, rents; 
royalties from property, patents 
or copyrights; profits from busi- 
ness or profession or the sales of 
real' estate, securities and autos; 
profits from a share in a partner- 
ship; interest on tax 
refunds; 


awards; gratuities (whether from 
a customer or an employer); or 
profits from the income of a trust 
or estate. 


Don't Report This 


Here is income which doesn't 


have to be reported and is tax- 
free: 


Unemployment 
compensation; 


social security benefits; life in- 
surance paid because of the death 
of the insured; gifts to you; or 
inheritance, or bequests of prop- 
erty or money (although any in- 
come from them is taxable); sick- 
ness and injury benefits received 
through accident or health insur- 
ance or under workmen's compel* 


sation 
laws; 
benefits 
received 


under the Railroad Retirement act. 


Although you can claim for 


for medical expenses only that 
part which exceeds 5 per cent of 
your income—for 
yourself, 
wife 


and dependents—there are other 
limitations: 


Exemptions Limited 


If you claim only one exception 


on your tax return, you can't get 
more than $1,250 in such deduc- 
tions; if you are a single person 
or a married person filing a sep- 
arte return and claim more than 
one exemption, you can't deduct 
more than 52,500; if you're a mar- 
ried couple, filing a joint return, 
you can deduct no more than $2,- 
500 if two exemptions are claimed; 
no more than $3,750 if there are 
three exemptions; and no more 
than $5,000 if there are four or 
more exemptions. 


Deduct Medical Bills 


You can deduct payments to 


doctors, dentists, nurses, hospitals; 
or for drugs, medical or surgical 
appliances, braces, eyeglasses, ar- 
tificial teeth, crutches, hearing 
aids, ambulance service, 
travel 


necessary to get medical care and 
premiums on health and accident 
insurance (but not premiums on 
life insurance.) 


You cannot deduct for funeral 


expenses, a cemetery lot, illegal 
operations or drugs, or travel or- 
dered by a doctor for rest or 
change.

Will Truman Seek Reelection? 
He Appears Off and Running 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—Presi- 


dent Truman's political one-two 
punch at congress and rail brother- 
hood chiefs revived reports today 
he may run again in 1952.

Harvey, the American Broad- 


casting company's radio-TV com- 
mentator in Chicago, was • seized 
on the premies at 1:10 a.m. last 
Tuesday after he had climbed over 
a fence which surrounds the prop- 
erty. 


The laboratory, 25 miles south- 


west of Chicago, is used by the 
government for atomic energy 
purposes. 


The AEC said the name ot the 


suspended guard was witliheld 
"for reasons of security until in- 
vestigation of all phases of the 
affair has been completed." It also 
said it was "not possible" to dis- 
close the name at this time of the 
other person "reportedly involved," 
but added he is "not connected 
with the laboratory nor the com- 
mission." 


Harvey, whose real name is Paul 


Karvey Aurandt. was questioned 
by FBI agents for several hours 
after his seizure and released, but 
an FBI spokesman said further 
investigation was being made. 


Harvey has declined direct com- 


ment on the incident. But in a 
statement after his release Dy the 
FBI he said he "has been working 
in cooperation and conjunction 
with the investigating divisions" 
of several government 
depart- 


ments for several months.

CHAMPAIGN, (AP) — Farm 


and Home week closed yesterday 
at the University of Illinois With 
an estimated 3,200 persons at- 
tending, 1,800 less than last year.

church schools and unfortunately 
the home." 


The group also heard H. B. 


Petty, professor of entomology at 
the university, report on what to 
expect from corn borers and chinch 
bugs during the coming planting 
season. 


He said with "lots of help from 


the weather there was excellent 
corn borer control in Illinois last 
year. 


Have Whip Hand 


"We now have the whip hand 


but this is not the time to relax 
control measures because if wea- 
ther permits early planting. of a 
small acreage and then delays 
further planting for two weeks it 
is very likely that this early 
planted corn will be severely in- 
fested."
